Horrible Mutilation of the Soldiers by 
the Dynamite, Which Exploded 
in Their Ranks. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, April 29.—Detatis of a terrt- 
ble slaughter of Spanish soldiers by Cuban 
dynamiters are printed here to-day in the 
Sun. They show that the Spanish column 
of 2,000 men’ was utterly put to rout by 
Gen. Calixto Garcia on April 19, and instead 
of ten soldiers killed, as the official report 
declared, 200 were blown up by the bombs 
and 260 were slain by the tnsurgents during 
the confusion and excitement of the panic- 
stricken Spanish column. 

The bombs had been planted in the road 
on which the Spaniards were marching, 
near Guamo. They did not explode prema- 
turely, week. The 
six bombs exploded simultaneously in the 
oenter of Gen. Rey’s column. He has been 
ordered to Havana, 

A Spanish officer writing to his family in 
Havana, says the Sun’s correspondent, thus 
describes the catastrophe: 

“The explosion was so terrible as to curdle 
the blood of the bravest man. We heard 
two tremendous detonations and felt the 
sensation of anguish which a great earth- 
quake must produce. From the center of 
our column a sudden shock came which 
threw up to the ground. The cries of our 
wounded soldiers were awful. When I was 
able to stand I saw arven® me heads en- 
tirely cut off from bodies, pleces of human 
limbs scattered ~here and there and men 
without arms or legs crying to heaven in| 
the gasp of death. 

“If this was direful to see, what may I 
gay of the spectacle on the right side of 
our road? There on the branches of some 
trees were the mutilated bodies of many of 
our soldiers. arms and pieces of 
bloody garments were hanging from the

branches, and the sight increased our ter- 
ror. It was perfectly easy a few moments 
later for our successful enemies to rout us 
and disperse our column, !n which nothing 
of military order and discipline remained. 
“Our General gave some orders, but they 
were not obeyed. Fearing another explo- 
sion, each man thought onty of saving him- 
self. Furthermore, we were surrounded in 
a few moments by our foes, who fired on 
us mercilessly from all sides and. increased 
our misery by their savage cries of triumph. 
“As soon as the first shots of the insur- 
gents were heard after the explosion, our 
General, followed his staff and some 
_ Other officers and soldiers, filed to Guamo. 
“On seeing this action of the General, a 
man in our ranks cried: ‘To Guamo,’ and 
more than 80 voices cried: ‘To Guamo! as 
the only hope of salvation. So toward 
Guamo we fled. Our panic-stricken crowd

ASSISTANT GENERAL MANAGER 
OF THE M., K. & T. ARRESTED. 


RELEASED ON $200 BOND. 


Conductor Michael Kelley Was Dis- 
charged by Mr. Allen and Put 


on the Blacklist. 


Assistant General Manager Andrew A. 
Allen of the M., K. & T. Railroad was ar- 
rested Thursday morning on a warrant 
charging him with blacklisting Michael 
Kelly, a discharged employe, and prevent- 
ing him from obtaining employment. 

The information was sworn to Thursday 
morning by Kelley before Prosecuting At- 
torney Mulvihill, who at once issued the 
warrant. 

The ratiroad official was notified by tele- 
phone. He went promptly to the Four 
Courts, accompanied by General Solicitor 
James Hagerman, and filed a $200 bond. 

Mr. Allen appeared annoyed, but affected 
to make light of Kelly’s case. 

Kelley is a member of the Order of Rail- 
way Conductors... They are backing him in 
the suit. It is the intention to make a 


test case and see if the black-list system , 
cannot be abolished. 

Kelley was a conductor on the Missouri, 
Kansas and Texas. Some time ago he was 
discharged from the employ of the com- 
fares and not turning in cash fare slips! 
accounting for the collections. The alleged 
shortage, it is said, was discovered through 
a local detective agency. 

Kelley ciaimed he was not guilty of 
“knocking down,’ and demanded an in- 
vestigation. He claims it was not grant- 
ed. 

Tt is further alleged that Kelley ascer- 
tained through some means a knowledge of 
the case as reported to the company by the 
detectives, and was prepared to’prove the 
falsity of the charge. 

He says he can prove that the man he Is 
accused of collecting cash from and not 
turning in to the company, did not pay cash 
at all, but presented a ticket regularly pur- 
chased. 

After he was discharged he could not 
firt employment, on any other railroad. 
Wherever he would apply for work, as soon 
as they found out who he was, he was told 
he could not be given employment. 

He alleges it was because of the ‘‘black- 
list sheet,’’ which had been issued by As- 
sistant General Manager Allen and sent 
to the management of every other railroad 
in the country. 

Kelley presented to the Prosecuting At- 
torney a copy of the black list. Beside his 
own name, showing that he had been dis- 
charged for collecting fares and not report- 
ing the same, there were the names of six- 
ty other men who had been discharged for 


Mr. Allen was immediately notified of the 
issuance of the warrant. He furnished $200 
bond. When a _ Post-Dispatch reporter 
reached the offices of the M., K. & T. Mr. 
Allen was in consultation with Vice-Presi- 
de:iit Purdy of the road, and General Solici- 
tor James Hagerman. ; 

Mr. Allen declined to see the reporter. 
Mr. Hagerman consented to make only a 
brief statement. 

“This man Kelly was discharged some 
time ago,’’ said Mr. Hagerman. ‘“‘The com- 
pany immediately notified the heads of the 
various departments and divisions. We 
notified no other railroad companies, how- 
ever. 

“‘He has been around here frequently since

ATHENS, April 29.—The Legislative As- 
sembly, convoked in extraordinary session, 
met a second time last evening and again 
adjourned, owing to a lack of quorum, only 
ninety-five deputies being present and 104 
being the number necessary to proceed with 
business.

HOMELESS PEOPLE PASSED A 
TERRIBLE NIGHT. 


DOZENS CLUNG TO TREES. 


Many Lives Were Lost, but the Exact 
Number Cannot Yet Bs 
Learned. 


GUTHRIE, O. T., April 29.—Daylight in 
the Cottonwood Valley found dozens of peo- 
ple still clinging to trees, overturned houses 
or timbers in positions which they had sus- 
tained all during the weary night... Here 
and there positions known to have been oc- 
cupled wh@n darkness came on last night 
were empty this morning, and the only con- 
clusion to be drawn was that the luckless 
victims had dropped into the river during 
the night, been drowned and their bodies 
swept down stream. 

For miles along the scene of devastation 
two thousand people, homeless, half ill 
from exposure and hunger, passed a miser- 
able night, and morning found most of 
them too weak to lend much assistance eith- 
er to themselves or others. During the 
night the water had receded rapidly, and 
the work of rescue was more easy this 
morning. When darkness stopped further 
rescue last evening every man available 
went busily to work to construct raft for 
use to-day, and when the first light broke 
small parties started out from different 
points and began transporting the people 
from their perilous positions to land. The 
water was not so high or swift as yester- 
day, and the rescuers made rapid progress. 

During the night organized reHef, under 
the direction of Guthrie people, was pushed 
as completely as possible, and renewed ef- 
forts were put forth this morning. 

No more reliable estimate of the dead 
or of the property damaged than was given 
last night could be made. Every hour, bodies 
left on the land by the receding waters or 
found in houses or piles of debris come to 
light. This within a few miles of Guthrie. 
What the damage to life and property fur- 
ther out tn the country was will only be 
known when wire and railway train com- 
munication, now ata standstill, is resumed, 


Many poor people who had _§ struggled 
since the “opening’’ eight years ago to 
build up a little home are left with only a 
small plat of ground. Their housés, house- 
hold goods, and in fact, all their posses- 
sions save the clothes they wore, have gone 
down the river. The banks to-day are lit- 
tered with the dead carcasses of horses, 
cattle, hogs and chickens, and great masses 
of debris. 

Among these people are searching for hu- 
man bodies. Every house, drift pile and 
tree is being examined to see if they con- 
tain any dead.

After a number of young ladies repre- 
Senting the different Southern States had 
cecorated the monument with flowers, the 
Hon. John H. Reagan, the only surviving 
member of the Confederate Cabinet, deiiv- 
ered a eulogy on President Davis. He 
said in part: 

“To me has been assigned the duty of 
saying, in a brief way, something about the 
character and services of the President of 
the Confederate States, the beloved Jeffer- 
#0n Davis. My association with Davis dur- 
ing the great struggle and the very high 
Opinion I 
patriotic devotion to the cause of the con- 
ederacy and of his unvarying constancy 
and courage, makes the duty most agree- 
able, except that I recognize my Inabilit 
to give such an account of his service an 
ortraiture of his character as is due to 

is memory. 

“To say that he was an honest man, a 
brave sdldier, an able statesman, a sin- 
cere patriot and an earnest Christian, does 
not give the full idea of his character. 
In one respect there was to some extent 
misapprehensions of his character. It was 
sometimes alleged he was self-willed, tm- 
perious and stubborn. Those in close con- 
tact and association with him did not so 
regard him. I have heretofore expressed 
the view, and now repeat it, that prac- 
tically he had two characters, or rather 
two methods of thought and action. While 
in his private relations he was all gentle- 
ness and kindness, itn the discharge of his 
puljic duties he seemed to be guided almost 
wholly by a sense of duty. And he seemed 
to expect those who conferred with him 
about public matters to address themselves 
directly to the matter under consideration, 
and was not at all times patient with such 
persons as sought to occupy his time in 
general conversation or as to matters about 
which they could five him no information. 

It will be readily understood that one 
occupying his position, in which his whole 
time was necessarily given to the dis- 
charge of important public duties, could 
not permit that time to be wasted in com- 
monplace conversation, or in listening to 
men who could give him no real informa- 
tion. This doubtless created the idea with 
such persons that he was self-willed and 
imperious. 

“Another mistake as to his character 
made by some persons has been that he 
wuvuld not listen to advice about matters 
of importance. More than four yearg of 
constant contact with him as a member of 
his Cabinet enables me to say that this 
was @ great mistake. His habit was, when 
he took up a public question on which he 
had to act, to exhaust all available sources 
of information on it before coming to a 
conclusion, always consulting freely with 
the members of his Cabinet and with others 
who might be able to give him informa- 
tion. After doing this and reaching his 
conclusion the matter was settled with 
him, unless the presentation of new facts 
required further consideration. And tn the 
position he occupied vacillation would have 
been about as bad as the erroneous de- 
cision of public questions. I say this much 
on these polnts because I think in respect 
to them some injustice has been done to 
his memory. : 

“The solicitude of President Davis for the 
success of the Confederate army caused him 
several times to put himself under the fire 
of the Federals in battle. At the Battle 
of Seven Pines (Fair Oaks), I saw him, 
Gen. Lee and Gen. Magruder under a heavy 
fire of musketry and remonstrated against 
his so exposing hfmself when there was 
no special necessity for it. During the first 
of the seven days’ fighting near Richmond 
he was exposed to the enemy’s fire and 
Gen. Lee ordered him to quit the field. 
Some days afterward, when Gen, Lee ap- 
peared in the Cabinet, Mr. Davis jocularty 
said he had supposed he was commander- 
in-chief, but that Gen. Lee had ordered 
him from the fleld, and on the day of the 
battle between Richmond and Petersburg, 
I saw Mr. Davis in company with Gen. 
Beauregard under a brisk fire of cannor 
and sharpshooters for a considerable time 
during which several parses were hit, and 
one soldier boy standing near the Presi- 
dent had his arm shot off by a shell. At 
the request of some of the officers I urged 
him to leave the fleld, as his exposure to 
the fire of the enemy was unnecessary. 

“In the Cabinet next morning, referrin 
to my advice that he should quit the fle} 
the evening before, he said he felt ag I 
did, that he could render no serivce there 
but added: “That it would have been an 
unpleasant thing to ride off under fire.’ 

“President Davis had the chivalrte cour- 
age of a Richard Cour De Lion, the Roman 
virtue of constancy and the love of liberty 
ofa Cato. God bless his memory.” 

Other eulogies were pronounced ag fol- 
lows: On Gen. R. E. Lee by the Hon. 
George N. Aldredge; on Gen. Stonewall 
Jackson by Judge H. W. Lightfoot; on Gen. 
Albert Sidney Johnston by the Hon. Nor- 
man G. Kittrell; on the private By the Hon. 
A. T.-Watts. The ceremonies ended with 
a battle of flowers, participated in by all 
the base of the monument at the end ing 
covered with a mass of flowers.

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CITIES IN RIVER BEDS. 

The catastrophe at Guthrie, Okla., em- 
phasizes again the folly of locating cities 
in bottom land which is practically the 
bed of a river, and allowing hundreds vf 
flimsy dwellings, in which women and 
children are to live, to be built in what 
will every few years be a flooded area. 

Almost every spring a portion of some 
American city that has been built down 
in a river bed is devastated by a flood 
and human lives are lost. Our wtnim- 
proved rivers are not to be treated like 
those of Europe, The climate here is 
such that rivers have an excessive rise 
and fall: They do not wander peace- 
fully by, bankfull nearly all the year 
round, as most rivers in Europe do. At 
one season they are almost empty, and 
at another season they are rushing floods. 
Yet American settlers, as a rule, ignore 
this fact and build their houses in what 
is really the river bottom, treating the 
river as if it was always to be the knee- 
deep and insignificant stream that it us- 
ually is in the middle of summer, 

One of the first things a new town or 
city located on a river ought to do is to 
make its river front reasonably safe, and

When the cloth has become dry from the 
heat of the fron remove it, but let the crepe 
remain pinned down until all the molature 
has evaporated and it is perfectly dry.

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As a metnber of the London Schoo] Board 
for three years it was my privilege to act in 
conjunction with women members on som 
of the most important committees, and 
always. found them most useful workers in 
the cause of education. 

When the question of free education was 
introduced, also the subject of half time at- 
tendance for children of the poorer classea, 
who had passed their necessary examination 
according to their age, I found the women 
always pleading eloquently on the side of 
their less fortunate brethren, Ofttimes has 
their influence been felt in the squalid habi- 
tation, when men have become discouraged 
by their circumstances. The effect of the 
prattiing tongues of their little offsprings, 
cultured through the agency of these wo- 
men have tended to soften the harder side 
of life and contributed to the betterment of 
the home. 

Another important reason why women 
should assist in this work is to secure &@ 
proper sanitary condition of schools.

It is never pleasant to write an account of 
the home team’s defeat. The task becomes 
particularly disagreeable when the poor 
work of a certain three or four players Is re- 
sponsible for the victory of the other side.

Clayton. They now have a line connecting 
with their Delmar avenue branch at For- 
sythe Junction that enters Clayton from 
the south side. 

The Delmar and Clayton road was owned 
by Mr. C. C. Nicholls and the Greensfeld- 
ers. They built on only a small portion of 
their right of way, operating a line by 
mules from De Baliviere avenue west on 
Delmar, to the city limits. The Lindell will 
build the road out along Kingsbury boule- 
vard to Clayton. 

The Lindell now has two roads into Clay- 
ton and an air line through the finest resi- 
dence property in the county, direct to 
Creve Coeur Lake. Besides they practical- 
ly control the Houseman Air Line, which 
brings them traffic that used to go to the 
‘Frisco and Missouri Pacific accommoda- 
tion service. 

And they have still another Suburban 
branch in contemplation, this time to clip 
the wings of their great rival, the Scullin 
system, By the purchase of the Missouri 
system the Lindell road got control of an 
entrance to Shaw's Garden and Tower 
Grove Park. They contemplate a road from 
the terminus of their Market street line at 
Tower Grove and Magnolia avenues along 
King’s highway and old Manchester road to 
the Watson road, thence through Gratiot 
and Lindenwood to Old Orchard.

AGAIN ISSUED. 


RIVER WILL REACH THE LEVEE 
TOP BY SATURDAY. 


STAGE OF 30.6 IS EXPECTED. 


Another Heavy Rain in Missouri and 
the Danger Line Would Prob- 
ably Be Passed. 


The Mississippi will reach the top of the 
St.. Louis levee by Saturday afternoon. If 
no more rain falls throughout the State 
Thursday afternoon or night the water will 
not touch a higher point this rise, but if it 
does there is no telling how high the 
stream will boom. 

The gauge at St. Louis Thursday morning 
marked 28.7. The river is rising rapidly and 
the stage will be 30 feet by Friday after- 
noon. The day following it will be 30.5 or 
30.6, the latter being the top notch of the 
levee here. 

These statements were telegraphed Thurs- 
day morning by. Local Observer Franken- 
field to the bureau in Washington, and he 
then sent out flood warnings to the Mayors 
of East St. Louis, Alton, Venice and Madi- 
son, and to property owners in North St.

The Mayor's warning was 
due to a message from Observer Franken- 
field of St. Louis, stating that the river willl 
reach a stage of W.6 feet by Saturday 
morning. 

The Martell House gauge shows Cahokia 
Creek to be about five inches lower than 
the crest of three weeks ago, and the river 
is rising at the rate of one-half an inch 
an hour, according to the record of Supt. 
Horner of the East Side Water-works. 

A reporter's visit to the National Stock 
Yards this morning developed the fact that 
the Cahokia is still confined to the banks 
at the lowest point, north of the sheep 
sheds, Swift & Co., who would be the first 
sufferers in case of an overfiow, do not an- 
ticipate much trouble from high water. 

“We can stand a rise of from five to six 
feet vet,”” said the general manager of the 
plant, “and think we can ward off all 
danger by a perfect system of private sew- 
ers and pumping apparatus.”’

The remains of Charlotte Kelley, a 
negress, 104 years of age, were interred 
Wednesday in Greenwood Cemetery.

The aged woman had nineteen children. 
It was her proud boast that she had seen 
several Presidents of the United States 
She believed she Was More than 104 vears 
old, and that she was born before the In- 
dependence. of the colonies was declared. 
However, her relatives have traced the 
records to the best of their ability, and they 
arrived at the conclusion that her age was 
104 at the time of her death. 

The deceased Was a typical Southern 
negro. She lived with one of her daughters 
in the rear of 1622 Gay Street, which at that

All of these looked upon the 
old woman with reverence that amounted to 
devotion, and a pall of mourning has settled, 
over Gay alley. The aged woman was in 
comparatively good health until a week ago, 
when she commenced to decline.

GOT HIS HURT IN BATTLE. 


But It Isn’t Certain That Blood Pois- 
oning Caused His Sudden and 
Dramatic Demise. 


When Deputy Coroner Gast opened his 
office yesterday Slupsky dropped dead. 

It was an easy, wavering fall. There 
was no wailing or weeping, no muttering 
and mighty little kicking. 

Slupsky is the name that was given to

MR. CARLISLE MUCH WORRIED. 


Wot Informed of the Nature of the In- 
vestigation, but Ready to 
Meet a Shortage.

The investigation of the books tn the 


cashier's department of the Post-office will 
be completed Thursday § afternoon by 5 
o'clock. Post-office Inspector Joe Johnatan 
is authority for this and he 
moreover said he might and he might not 
have something to give out for pubiiea 
tion at that hour. 

Thia examination of the books and steck 
in the cashier's office ts eatreing no end of 
worry to the officials on the lower floor of 
the Federal building, Only a few of them 
know what it means, if any of them do. 
They realice that a cloud of suspicion rests 
over the office and are axious for devel- 
opmets. : 

There is as much mystery concerning this 
Investigation and as many secret meetings 
as if $199.000 had been taken from the vault. 
Ftill, the case may involve only the loss of 
a few postage stamps. There ia no 4efinite 
information upon which can be based a 
statement. 

Meanwhile rumor is very busy bandying 
about the names of well-known men and 
the gogsip has spread throughout the city. 

Postmaster Carlisle ts considerably upset 
over it all. He eaid to a reporter for the 
Post-Dispatch early Thursday morning: 

“I have no {dea what direction the inves- 
tigation {is taking. The Inspector has as- 
sumed charge of the cashier’s books and 
stock, as he has a right to do under tae 
Federal regulations. It ts his privilege to 
come into any post-office at any time and 
take possession. This is what Mr. Johnston 
has done on this occasion.”’ 

“Then it is not a regular examination?’ 
Mr. Carlisle was asked. 

“No. I understand it was specially ordered 
by the department at Washington, because 
of the discovery of certain irregularities. I 
have not the remotest idea what the irregu- 
larities are. 

“I wish it was over, for it is extremely 
unpleasant for me. Friends meet me on the 
street and exclaim: ‘Well, Carlisle, how 
about that shortage? Are you going to 
divy ” ** 

“Do you think there is a shortage, Mr. 
Carlisle?’’ 

“It is impossible for me to say. I think 
names have been bandied about recklessly, 
but I am positive that all the statements so 
far have been made in Washington. None 
have emanated from this office. This is 
customary with the Washington oftice—to 
compel us to remain silent and give out 
what they like at the capital. It happened 
the same way In the case of the sub-carriers 
not “+ ago. But as regards this investi- 
gation I really am ignorant of tts nature. 

“Another thing I wish to say its that tifa 
ernee is discovered 1 stand ready to 
make it good and shall do so at once, no 
matter where it be found.’’ 

Later in the morning an attempt was 
made to see Mr. Carlisle again, but he had 
given orders that he would be busy until 
evening and the clerk in the outer office 
even refused to convey a note to the post- 
master. 

The arrival in St. Louls Wednesday after- 
noon of C. . Hays, General Manager of 
the Grand Trunk Railway, and brother of 
Cashier Hays of the postoffice, caused con- 
Fiderable comment. he visitor, however, 
denies that his mission here has anything to 
do with the investigation now in progress. 

“I believe those who have connected my 
brother's name with the matter,” said he, 
“have done so with the view to injure his 
chances for the postmastership, for which 
position he is a candidate. 1 am in the 
city with the general manager of the Wa- 
bash, and we are on railroad business. J 
shall leave Monday.” 

At the Post-office Thursday morning it 
was saiu that Ca&Shier Hays was some bet- 
ter, but unable to resume his duties. 

“He may not be down for some time,” 
fFaid one of the clerks. “His heart is 
troubling him.”

| BRUTALLY MURDERED. 


A Chicago Saloonkeeper Shot by 
Would-be Robbers. 


CHICAGO, April 29.—Emil Solhern, a sa- 
loonkeeper at 197 Wells street, was shot and 
instantly killed just before midnight last 
night by ene of three men who entered 
the saloon for the purpose of robbery. 
Twenty men were in the place at the time 
drinking, but none of them made any ef- 
fort to capture the robbers or offer resist- 
ance, and the murderer and his compan- 
fons escaped. Solhern was shot down with- 
out a moment’s warning, and as he had 
offered no resistance to the men it was 4t 
first thought the shooting was the result 
of a grudge or previous quarrel, Later It 
was learned that the men entered the place 
for the purpose of robbery,‘and, finding 
that Sothern intended to offer resistance, 
one of them drew his revolver and fired at 
the saloonkeeper’s head. The bullet entered 
Solhern’s right eye and pierced his brain, 
and he died without speaking a word. The 
murderers had made good their escape.

O'BRIEN ON THE STAND. 


The Federal Army Scandal Develops 
Many Curious Facts. 


FORT M’PHERSON, Ga., April 29.—The 
testimony of Lieut. O’Brien in the court- 
martial case against Capt. Romeyn, now in 
progress, proved as favorable for one side 


as the other, as he gave plausible reasons 
for every alleged act of aggression against 
his superior officer, neglect of his wife and 
toleration of the attentions of a brother 
officer. 

Capt. Romeyn was allowed to retract an 
epithet applied by him yesterday to Lieut. 
O’Brien,’ saying it had been used in the 
heat of passion. 

Lieut, O’Brien testified that he did not 
know at the time he used provoking lan- 
guage on the parade ground against his 
supericr officer that it was in violation of 
an article of war. He made the statement 
that he adopted the most expedient man- 
ner of bringing the matter to the attention 
of the post commander and securing a set- 
tlement inside of the regiment. He had not 
made direct complaint to Col. Kellogg, then 
commandant,Jas the intimacy of the latter 
with Capt. omeyn was so great that he 
feared the charges would be pigeon-holed. 
Fie had no desire to provoke a quarrel, and 
did not believe that his words would be 
resented by Capt. Romeyn. He was positive 
that Capt. Romeyn struck him with his right 
hand, clinched, on the left side of the face. 
He stated that he had not been cut. by 
Mrs. Col. Kellogg, and that it was at his 
own request that Lieut. Bamford went bicy- 
cling with Mrs. O’Brien and took her to the 
theater. He ‘had heard of no engagement 
with Miss Romeyn, but had remonstrated 
with Lieut. Bamford for paying such de- 
voted attention to her when ngne existed. 
He understood from Mrs. Rom@n that her 
daughter and Lieut. Bamford thought of 
ek og and that subsequently the engage- 
ment had been announced by’ Miss Romeyn 
without authority from Lieut.

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AFTER*SPALDING. 
Grand-Jury Is Examining 


Banker’s Affairs. 


CHICAGO, IL, April 29.—The Grand-jury 
began investigating the affairs of Charies 
W. Spalding and of the Globe Savings 
Bank, of which he was President. 

Miss 8S. Louise Ervin, infatuation for 
whom is said to be one of the principal 
causes for the wreck of Banker Spalding’s 
home and business, was the sensational 


witness of the day. She displayed remark- 
able ignorance concerning business deals 
in which she gained property worth thou- 
sands, bought for her by Mr. Spalding. She 
impressed it on the jury that she was not 
Spalding’s stenographer, but was employed 
by him to compiie the Spalding genealogy. 
She was not paid a.salary, but when she 
wanted money she just helped herself out 
of a.certain strong box in Spaiding’s bank 
that was alWays well supplied. Miss Ervin 
told the jursmen she turned over $60,000 
worth of property to the receiver of the 
bank to save Mr. Spalding from the pen- 
itentiary. Although Miss Ervin had the ti- 
tle to 960 acres of land in Idaho, worth §$25,- 
000, she did not know how much she paid 
for it or where the land was. She only 
knew Mr. Spalding bought it for - her. 
Among the property she turned over to the 
receiver were a number of lots in Chicago 
suburban property, but she was equaily 
hazy how she acquired title to them, Mr. 
Spalding attending to all such details. 

In addition to Miss Ervin, other witnesses 
testified to the bank’s receiving deposits 
when it was known to be insolvent. F. 
Stone, President of the Depositors’ Asso- 
ciation’ urged the indictment of all the of- 
ficers of the bank, including the Board of 
Directors, under that section of the stat- 
ute which holds it prima facie evidence of 
intention to defraud when deposits are re- 
ceived within thirty days of the closing of 
the bank. He also urged the indictment of 
men who borrowed over 10 per cent of the 
stock. in which Hst he places ex- 
Gov. Altgeld, C. J. Ford, John Howe and A. 
B. Camp. That Spalding will be indicted on 
the charge of embezziement for receiving 
deposits within thirty days of the bank's 
failure, as well as on that of doing away 
with the university endowment, is foregone.

A REFEREE IN HARD LUCK. 


“Pinched” by Detectives and Punched 
by a Man Who Claimed to 
Have Been Swindled.

He told them Chief Kiely was very anxious 
to sea them immediately, and would feel

Noth- 
ing wrong could be found with his record 
in the State Senate, and by diplomatic 
fence-building Deboe political stock took 
a decidedly upward shoot. Senator Deboe 
was in St. Louls last summer as a dele- 
gate to the Republican national conven- 
tion and had much to do with the Western 
Kentucky end of the proceedings. This, of 
course, gave him much prominence, yet It 
did not ocur to anyone—probably not to 
Deboe himself—that he would ever be the 
recipient of higher political honors. 

From village doctor to State Senator and 
delegate to a national convention was con- 
sidered a remarkable jump. But a still 
more remarkable development was to come. 
State Senator Deboe found his way into 
higher politics, and to the immense sur- 
prise of everybody, won a seat in the United 
States Senate. 

“Fiow did this come about?” Mr. Ander- 
s0n was asked. 

“That is something which I cannot ex- 
Plain,”” Mr. Anderson replied, “but it ap- 
pears to me to be simply a lucky turn of 
the political fortune wheel. There is no- 
body who doubts that Senator Deboe will 
faithfully and honestly represent his con- 
Blituents. He is a conscientious and moral 
man, and is a pillar in one of the best 
churches im the little town of Marion. I 
Was there several days attending to some 
business for our firm, and having consid- 
erable lelsure time, I learned much about 
the new Senator. His law partner, Mr.

That rheumatic at- 
tack proved to be the turning point in his 
career, for it led Dr. Deboe to forsake his 
pill bags for Blackstone. As a,doctor he 
ranked well, but his practice was necessa- 
rily limited to the narrow confines of his 
Crittenden County territory, surrounding 
the little town of Marion. It is doubtful 
if Dr. Deboe ever had an income of more 
than $1,000 per year during his career as a 
physician. The villagers at his home are 
wondering now what he will do with his 
salary of $8,000 per year.

CITY TO GET OUT OF THE BIDDLE 
STREET TEMPLE. 


SOME MEMORIES IT RECALLS. 


A Building That Has Sheltered Revel- 
ers, Artists, Criminals, Mission- 
aries and the Police.

In another month the Second District 
Police Court will move to its new quar- 
ters at Jefferson avenue and Dayton street. 
The dingy old building at Broadway and 
Riddle street will be remodeled, and a land- 
mark will be no more. 

The property is owned by the J. T. Dono- 
van Real Estate Co. After an occupancy 
of 2 years the city will vacate rather than 
pay the $300 additional rent asked. 

Although badly out of repair the place 
cannot be said to be in a dangerous condl- 
tion. It wart over the needed improvements 
the hitch occurred. At an annual rental 
of $900 per annum, the city was supposed 
to do all repairing. This it failed to do, 
but instead appealed to the owners, Mr. 
Donovan stated there was no agreement 
that the owners should repair, but if the 
city would pay $1,200 per annum he would 
keep the building in good shape. This prop- 
osition brought on a wave of economy at 
the City Hall. It was decided to save 
this rental and utilize the hall at the 
Fourth District Sub-Station. 

The change will be made about June 1. 
The property on which the Biddle street 
building stands was formerly a portion of 
the Mullanphy estate. It fell to the heirs 
of Gen. William 8. Harney, who married a 
Mullanphy. From the Harneys it came in- 


to the possession of the present owner. 

Just at the close of the war several mem- 
bers of the Harney family conceived the 
idea of a market-house on Biddle street, 
Mear the river. The scheme was properly 
indorsed and a building erected. The Har- 
ney market extended from the west side of 
the present police court house east, across 
Broadway, well into Third street. Strange 
to say, after the market had been com- 
pleted enthusiasm for the project fell to 
such low ebb that not more than half a 
dozen hucksters are known to have exposed 
their wares on the premises. After a week 
Or two these deserted, and for a year or 
two the building was unoccupled. 

Broadway and Third street were then 
pushed through, dividing the property. The 
east portion was subsequently sold and the 
city built the Round op Market on the 
Third street and Broadway wedge. 

Some siight architectural changes were 
made inthe Harney building and it was 
leased to the Mozart Society, and known 
thereafter as the Mozart Hall. . 

It was in this ‘epoch, stretching from ’68 
to ‘74, the building got its neme and fame. 
Here it was men from the river front. flush 
with pay, caroused with gaudily bedecked 
women aid girls. Old Green street, now Lu- 
cas avenue, was then in its prime, and ‘‘so- 
clety’’ from its vicinity almost nightly 
crowded the hall. Biddle street for blocks 
Would be choked with hacks, while the cab- 
bies would he inside refreshing themselves 
at Jo Henry's bar, where the Marshal's of- 
fice how is, or mixing with the dancers on 
the floor 

jreen stre@t society was not very exclu. 
sive those days, but the line was drawn on 
certain European nations and invasions by 
representatives of those races caused much 
blood to be spilled about the corner. 

When the old Canterbury Theater at Sixth 
Btreet and Lucas avenue would close for 
the evening, the fun would begin at the Mo- 
zart. There were such sporting characters 
as Peie Burns, Patsey Curtin, English Tom 
Fiyer and Johnny Parker—all men with na- 
tional reputations. The female contingent 
Was Ijttle less notable. Ella and Marvy Rob- 
erts Were known in every city west of the 
Ohio river as the smoothest pickpockets in 
the business; Big Moll, the Green street 
tigress, carried consternation to the hearts 
of all she frowned upon: muscular Annie 
Rarrett exhibited her prowess time and 
again by putting out the male toughs of 
her neighborhood; and Mary Flaherty would 
give two burly policemen all the trouble 
they wanted. 

It was when these choice spirits got be- 
neath one roof that Capt. O'Connor, com- 
manding the Third District, would put on 
an extra detail, for a fight followed the 
dance as surely as day ended the night. 

on one of these occasions Patrolmen 
W'ndler and McQuinn endeavored to quell 
a disturbance. They were sent to the hos- 
pital. Word was sent to headquarters that 
Green street was taking North St. Louis. 
Patrolmen Peter Joyce and Victor Cole were 
Bent to the ;cene. Another .wagon load 
went to the hospital, but this time it was 
not the police. 

When dancing grew tiresome the pro- 
gramme of entertainment would be changed 
to boxing bouts. They were called sparring 
matches, but in reality the fighters were 
not allowed to leave the ring until some 
one Was out. 

The names of well known fistic ‘heroes 
who have battled within those walls would 
rake a long Ist. Probably the most re- 
nowned were Ned O. Baldwin, Joe Coburn, 
Jem Mace, Tom Allen, Aaron Jones, Mike 
MeCoole, Dublin (Hastings) Tricks and 
Charley Gallaher. 

After the riotous times the old hall set- 
tled down to a more peaceful existence 
The dances and prizefights gave way to 
church missions and mission schools. These 
were abandoned in 1875, and for two years 
the place was deserted. In 1877 the city 
rented it for a police court, and it has been 
in continuous use ever since. During the 
twenty years probably every noted criminal 
who ever came West or was reared on Mis- 

uri soll has faced that bar of justice. 
Certainly In late years few have escaped

WILL ENABLE THE 
DEAF 10 HEAR. 


WONDERFUL INVENTION PAT- 
ENTED BY A ST. LOUISAN. 


Apparatus Which Is Almost Invisible, 
Yet Which Is Said Will Com- 
municate Sound Waves. 


If Benjamin Franklin, who found pleas- 
ure in toying with bottled lightning, could 
return from the dead long enough to ob- 
serve some of the electrical inventions that 
have indirectly resulted from his experi- 
ments how astonished he would be. Here 
in St. Louis he could ride hundreds of 
miles on electric cars, his eyes would be 
dazzled by the glare of electric lights, 
he could talk to his old-time friends in 
distant cities over the telephone, or he could 
send them a telegraphic dispatch. All of 
this electrical progress has come to pass 
since the days of Franklin. 

And now comes William L. Skinner, a 
St. Louis inventor, with an electrical in- 
vention that promises to make the deaf 


hear. Mr. Skinner lives at 2608 Locust street, 
He is a civil engineer by occupation, but of 
late he has been devoting the greater part 
of his time to inventions. The electrical 
ear drum is his latest project. A patent 
was recently granted. 

Mr. Skinner’s invention will do what 
he claims for it, he has wrought an ever- 
lasting benefit to those who are hard of 
hearing, and especiaHy to those who are 
sensitive about their affliction. The Skin- 
ner ear drum is a departure in the way 
of electrical device and will attract much 
attention from electrical students as well 
as from those {n need of its benefit. 

One of the principal features set forth 
in favor of the electrical ear drum is the 
fact that it is #o constructed as to be al- 
most invisible after it has been placed in 
the ear of the wearer. 

The drum consists of an electrode, con- 
tact plate and an elastic receiver, designed 
somewhat on the principle of the tele- 
phone, but much more delicate In opera- 
tion. When once placed in the ear no fur- 
ther adjustment is necessary. 

To the portion of the device inserted in 
the ear attached is a wire so small as to 
be scarcely visible. This wire leads to the 
battery, which may be carried in any pocket 
desired by the wearer. This battery ts of 
the species known to electricians as “dry 
battery.’’ 

The working part of the apparatus rests 
entirely within the ear, with the microphone 
portion to the outside, no portion of it being 
visible unless the presence of the battery 
wire is observed. he delicacy of the bat- 
tery renders it convenient of carriage in the 
coat pocket, and it is so constructed that 
it may be readily renewed or recharged. 

It ie possible, so the inventor claims, for 
the wearer of the electrical tube to hear 
an conversation anywhere within 
@ reasonable distance—in fact, the same 
as one hears who is not in the least aff!'cted 
by deafness. This removes the necessity 
of the speaker talking directly into the 
mouth of the tube as is the case with other 
devices intended to promote hearing. In 
short, a deaf man, if he has his electrical 
ear Grum in proper positioh, may sit in

chooses—an every word uttered b 
the preacher as easily as any other person 
the same distance from the speaker. Or, 


wearer of the ear drum can on 
or to the theater, or te any place 


and never encounter the embarrassment 
incident to deafness, 

All this is claimed for the invention, and 
further improvements are to be made before 
the manufacturing of the device is com- 
menced . 

In making the electrical ear drum, Mr. 
Skinner proceeded on the theory that all 
ordinary cases of deafness arise from de- 
fects in 
sense of sound from the ear to the brain. 
The invention is designed to provide a sub- 
stitute for such defective medium, 

“Sound is a sensation produced upon the 
auditory center of the brain,” said Mr. 
Skinner, in giving a description of his in- 
vention, “and it is necessary for the pro- 
duction of the sense of sound that there be 
a medium between the auditory center and 
the sounding body. This medium should be 
capable of transmitting the vibrations of 
the sounding body exactly as they are pro- 
duced directly to the auditory center.”’ 

Mr. Skinner, through the medium of his 
patent drum, places the auditory center in 
an electric circuit, causing an undulatory 
current of electricity to pass over the clir- 
cuit, such current being formed in @ man- 
ner similar to that used in an ordinary tel- 
ephone. The external auditory eanal, by 
the use of the Skinner drum, fs closed, a 
pneumatic receiver being placed therein in 
communication with the drum head, thus 
passing an undulatory current of electricity 
through the receiver. 

Hiundreds of different patterns of ear 
trumpets and ear drums have been placed 
on the market Guring the last quarter of 
a century, but never before has there been 
any invention similar to that of Mr. Skin- 
ner. The fact that electricity is the prime 
factor in its construction and operation ren- 
ders it a matter of general interest, If the 
Skinner invention ever gets fairly estab- 
lished on the market and if the price is not 
beyond the reach of ordinary mortals, there 
will be a somewhat unanimous casting 
away of the old style ear trumpets, which 
attract so much attention and which are 
clumsy. 

With the probable exception of the X ray 
the electrical ear drum, provided it proves 
equal to the claims made by its inventor 
is one of the most interesting discoveries of 
the present age. 


LEHMAN’S AMBITION. 


Revives the Free Bath House Scheme 
and Hopes for Success. 


Delegate Julius Lehman, who puts the 
lights on the Water Tower, wants to per- 
form just one more conspicuous public serv- 
ice before he dies. He thinks if he procures 
free bath-houses for the great unwashed 
he will be ready for the Elysian fields. 

He goes around constantly these days 
with a huge roll of blue prints under his 


arm. 
He unrolls them without provocation and 


shows to whoever will look the complete 
plans prepared by direction of the Board 


of Public Improvements a few years ago. 

“All that’s meeded,”’ he says, ‘is the 
money.” 

That ia all that has been needed all these 
years, and there is a likelihood that 
it will continue to be needed. 

Mr. Lehman is laboring with the Comp- 
troller and trying to induce him to remove 
the pecuniary stumbling block by making 
provision for the bath-houses in the an- 
nual appropriation bill. He calculates that 
about $40,000 will keep the people clean all 
summer.
